The records reflect appointee attended the /Uliana High'School at ’Indiana, 
Pennsylvania. The records also reflect that appointee is a veteran, having 
formerly been in the Army Infantry Service. He entered the service June 22, 
191*5 as an enlisted man. 


The March Hi, 1951 issue of the "New Mexico Daily Lobo" , a pub- 
lication at the University of New Mexico, reflects a letter to the editor 
which is as follows: 


"In this day of the cold war, which every day shows signs of 
becoming warmer, "the individual who finds himself opposed to war is apt 
to feel very much out of step with his fellow citizens. As an isolated 
individual he feels desperately inadequate either to check the tide or to 
make significant contribution which might serve to remove the occasion of 
wars. He feels, nevertheless, the essential wrongness of war and is search- 
ing for an alternative*
